T he directors of tho W isconsin ex­ 
perim ent station are giving phosphate 
free to farm ers of the sta te who will 
use It In co-operative tests. T he phos­ 
phate Is to be scattered on the m anure 
In the stalls, aud enough is furnished 
to m ake a test on one-half acre of 
greund. 
T he best show ing w ith these 
fertilizing tests the past season were 
m ade in Richland aud Door counties, 
w here one farm er Increased bis hay 
crop 2.000 pounds and another his b ar­ 
ley yield fifteen bushels lier sere. The 
cost of the fertilizer in these cases w as 
$2.50. w hile the Increase In crop yield 
varied from $0 to $ 12.

On the contrary, in those 
sections w here a 1) the w ay from $1 to 
per box is netted for such fru it 
each p ear or apple is handled from 
tree to package as gently as if It were 
an egg. reducing to a m inim um bruises, 
w hich are th e prim e cause of decay.

low s In other p a rts o f the country.

San Francisco,' Nov. 22. — Captain 
Warner, of the steamer St. Croix, ar 
rived here and gave the facts in re­ 
gard to the burning and beaching of 
the Coast line steamer, about which 
many sensational reports were circa 
lab I. None of the elghty-two passim 
gers and crew’ of thirty-six were In­ 
jured. although they lost most of their 
baggage. 
The origin of the fire is a mystery, 
b it probably came from an oil burn­ 
ing plant. Flames were first discov­ 
er* I by a deck hand, who promptly 
gav» the alarm. Then for a few min 
oles there was a wild panic among 
the passengers, who made a rush for 
the boats and vainly tried to launch 
them. 
Several women were knocked down 
by men from the steerage but the fel 
lows were roughly handled by the 
crew and all the passengers, under the 
captain's orders, waited at the head 
of the main deck, w’hile the crew low­ 
ered the lifeboats and gave first place 
to w'ormn and children. Then th* men 
climbed down. 
Captain Warner was the last man 
to I* ave the wreck. 
He ordered the

Lads Wore Stripped and Whipped 
With rn Cane or a Largo Place of 
Loather Until Their Backs Wore 
Covered With Bruises—The Matron 


Also Accused. 


New York. Nov. 38—The state board 
of charities, which investigated th e 
Brooklyn Disciplinary Training School 
for Boy*, at the request of Governor 
Hughes, reported to the governor that 
Jam es P. Farrell, the superintendent 
of the school, has been for a long tim e 
guilty of brutality and inhum an con­ 
duct toward his charges. 
Superintendent Farrell adopted a 
system of punishm ent which he called 
the “star spangled banner." Th# In­ 
vestigators found th at It consisted In 
taking boys to tho armory, stripping 
them and beating them on the bare 
back with a stick or a large piece of 
leather. The effect of auch punish­ 
ment was described by one of the w it­ 
nesses. 
“On going up to my bed." he said. 
“I heard the boy moan and cry. and be 
said, ‘Look at my body where Mr. F ar­ 
rell beat me.* 
I examined his body. 
There were bruises inflicted all over 
his body. He could not lie on big hack. 
The boy wa* about thirteen years of 
a g a" 
On another occasion, the InvaMlgs- 
tors learned. Superintendent Farrell 
attacked a boy In the office of the 
school and beat the child so terribly 
that blood ran from his forehead on to 
the floor. Dr. Smith, of the tnvestlgat 
Ing committee, examined the scar on 
the boy’s forehead. A boy of twelve or 
thirteen was struck arith a machine 
strap. The blow m arked his face In 
two plaeee. 
He had been guilty of 
“cutting up in bed.” It was learned 
that Farrell made a practice of beat­ 
ing boys over the head with his ease, 
punishing them for slight ogee see. 
A System of Terrorism. 
“W e And from the evidence," the 
state board reported to the governor, 
“that there was a system of terrorism 
existing in the institution, all th e em­ 
ployes and all the inm ates betag tar 
rorixed by the superintendent; that 
he used hie cane ta beating boys over 
the head for very slight offenses and 
on all occasions when his mood seem ­ 
ed to Indicate th at some punishm ent 
was necessary. We And th at the super 
tntendeat used, on many occasions. In­ 
sulting language to the employes of 
tbs institution and th at bs mortified 
them by disrespectful and vile lan­ 
guage in the presence of the boys. We 
find that on many occasions he was 
drunk, and frequently returned to the 
institution in a drunken condition." 
The com m ittee reported that Farrell 
frequently absented him self from the 
school with Miss Anna J. Hutchinson, 
the house-mother, leaving the institu­ 
tion without any responsible head, and 
240 boys exposed In an old build!ag to 
the danger of fire. 
The doors were 
locked and the window* barred. Con- 
' em lng Miss Hutchinson tt was testi­ 
fied: 
“Rho stood In with the superintend­ 
ent and would tell him things, sad 
then we boy* would gut the ’stars’ or 
anything she wanted us to get." 
The “house-m other” deprived 
the 
boys of milk. saying they didn’t Uke It 
“We consider such evidence as ab 
surd,” the com m ittee Informed Gov­ 
ernor Hughes. “She has never; so fur 
ss we eau learn from th e evidence. 
given any m other attention to those 
little boys. 
She has utterly ignored 
their religious and spiritual training 
and has never given that m otherly 
counsel and advice that the nam e cif 
her office of ‘house-mother* Implies."

Cherry, IU., Nov. 22.—No more min­ 
ers were found alive In the St. Paul 
mine. The rescue party was stopped 
by a big cavein and by black damp.

Twenty of the miners en­ 
tombed by the fire have so far been i 
rescued alive. 92 are known to be dead < 
and I9S are missing. 
The Anding alive of the twenty men

Severn Jay*, alm ost to the hour, had 
elapsed from the tim e 
th at flames ■ 
burst out in the mine. shutting in over 
300 mea* until th e tim e when a score 
of these men were found alive by ex -j 
plorera who were seeking their bodies. 
The group rescued was found in s 
aka rn ber where* with the wisdom of 
their perilous calling, they had walled 
them selves in to walt out the inter­ 
minable hours until the Are should 
die out aud rescue should come. Head­ 
ed by an old churchm an, named W il­ 
liam Cielaad. who kept up their cour­ 
age with hymns, serm ons and stories 
of the Bible, they never lost hope. 
Their food was exhausted days ago. 
and every drop of w ater th at trickled 
from the face of the coal was precious 
beyond price, but their courage never 
flagged. 
They came up weak. shattered by 
exhaustion and hunger, but all were 
buoyant some even jaunty, and every 
one had a tale of marvels.

cuit Court— May End Monopoly. 


St. Paul, Nov. 22.—The Standard 
Oil company will appeal to the United 
States supreme court from the decis­ 
ion of the court here dissolving the 
tru st 
It is said the appeal will be 
made regardless of the nature of the j 
decree or the grounds on which it is j 
based. 
The case was heard In the United j 
States circuit court at St. Louis in j 
April, 1909, by Circuit Judges San­ 
born, of St. Paul; Van Devanter, of 
Cheyenne; Hook, of Leavenworth, and 
Adams, of S t Louis. 
Judge Sanborn, of S t Paul, the pre­ 
siding judge, wrote the opinion and 
the decree, in which all the judges 
concur, and sent them with a concur­ 
ring opinion of Judge Hook to Judge 
Adams, in St. Louis, who flied them 
and entered the decree in that city. 
The docree declared the Standard 
Oil company to be a combination in 
restraint of trade, within the meaning 
of the Sherm an a n titru st law of July 
8, 1890. 
By the decree the company la re­ 
strained from continuing in interstate 
business, together with all its subs! 
diaries, until after the dissolution or 
dered in the decree has been aocom 
plished. the decree to go into effect in 
thirty days unless an appeal is taken 
in th* meantime. 
WHI End Monopoly. 
It appears from the concurring opln 
ton w ritten by Judge Hook that the 
'company cannot do business under any 
other form with the object of stifling 
competition, for he says on this sub­ 
ject that It is thought that with the 
end of the company the monopoly will 
naturally disappear, but should It not 
do so. and the members of the com­ 
bination retire 
from it. except one 
who might perpetuate the monopoly 
by the aggregation of the physical 
properties 
and 
instrum entalities 
It 
would constitute a violation of the 
decree of the court. 
In the trial of the case the pilot 
was made that the Standard Oil com­ 
pany was a beneficent corporation in 
that it. by reason of economy of oper 
atton. reduced the price of Its pro 
duct. This, Judge Hook says, can have 
no weight. 
It Is not a crim inal case, nor has it 
anything to do with the famous $29.- 
000.000 fine. 
As It Is a civil suit no 
penalty will fall upon either the cor­ 
poration itself or the seven men nam ­ 
ed a* the chief conspirators. 
The case was argued by Frank B. 
Kellogg, of Bt. Paul, and Charles B. 
Morrison, of Chicago, for the United 
States, and John T. Milburn, of Buf­ 
falo; David T. W atson, of Pittsburg;

Scms Interesting Statistics on Han­ 
dling Crops on Co-oporativo Plan by 
a 
P o tato 
G row ers’ Association In 
Now Jersey. 


The subject of co-operative burin* 
Bud selling among farmers is increas 
lug Iii interest a ith them every year 
its the advantages to be derived there­ 
from are tieing recognised. One obsta­ 
cle to successful co-operation baa al­ 
ways licen tile farmer* themselves. 
Selfishness has spoiled many a com­ 
bination tor financial purposes. 
The 
unwillingness to trust the sale of farm 
products to an agent or manager has 
b.i*n the bar to progress. 
But things 
ire changing, and we predict that the 
next few years will see more co-oper­ 
ative enterprise* organized and sue- 
veesfullr conducted than in a long time 
inst. 
In this work the grange must 
take an active and prominent part. 
There is in Freehold, N. J , a must 
successful potato growers’ association, 
the Monmouth County Farmers* Ex­ 
ha age. 
It was formed about two 
{ years ago. 
At the annual meeting to 
December the report on the business 
I J<>ne for the year showed a total of 
12,011 separate shipments, containing 
•ienfly 204.000 barrel* of potatoes and 
packages of other soil products, and 
the whole was valued at more than 
$454,000. 
The shipments reached* 121 
different customers lo fifty cities sod 
towns and eleven states. 
Besides this 
outgoing business, tbs society did an 
incoming business of nearly $45,000 In 
mhhI potatoes purchased In Maine and 
New York. 
This report was so satisfactory that 
many growers who had been afraid to 
mn risks in their own Interest became 
members. 
The membership Jumped 
from about 300 to a total now of over 
OOO. the sales of capital stock were 
large, and uow the exchange has about 
$30,000 with which to co-operate. 
Besides all this, It has erected suit­ 
able buildings at the various shipping 
|H»luts on the two railroads running 
through the twenty-five or thirty tulles 
that constitute the potato district. 
It 
has also more recently built a brick 
fertiliser mixing house. 150 by 32 feet. 
at Marlboro, on the Central Hallway 
of New Jersey and is planning on an­ 
other, 200 by 50 feet 4o be on the Penn­ 
sylvania at Freehold. The capacity of 
these two houses will tie between 4JXJ0 
and 5.000 tons of fertilizer annually. 
Business will be begun in these houses 
for the season of IBIO and an enor­ 
mous saving in cost of fertilizers ef­ 
fected. The object is to sell fertilizer 
to members as near actual cost as pos­ 
sible. 
Commenting on the requirements for 
successful co-operation, the American 
Agriculturist remarks that the fore­ 
most requisite is loyalty to the organi­ 
zation. Uulesa the grower Is willing to 
Im? governed by the fundamental law 
of w hat benefits one benefits till he 
has no business to join a farmers* ex­ 
change. because a jienny in bls hand 
will appear more substantial to him 
than a dollar on the horizon will. 
If 
there are enough • f su« h men crgfin 
Pelion will prove to Im* a L ine. and 
the middleman will continue to laugh 
in his sleeve. Coequal In Importance. 
there must be competent management. 
Again, the rules of grading must be 
strictly followed by each producer, so 
that the exchange may win a good rep­ 
utation for honest packing and assets 
with value cannot be overestimated. 
Still further, the members must |daee 
implicit trust in the manager, who 
must not be tangled up with red Ui*e. 
Aud this man must not be underpaid. 
His position is an exceedingly exacting 
and responsible one, especially during 
the busy season, at which time, If ever, 
he must have free rein.

T H I FLY P H T . 
Incessant warfare can be waged 
against the common housefly without 
soy compunction of conscience on the 
part of even the most chicken hearted. 
There Is not a good and redeeming 
word that can be said In Its flavor. It 
makes a bad start by hatching In the 
horse manure pile, and Its career to a 
filthy Ona from this on. It frequents 
awfu barrels, mw sass of foul smelling 
and decaying Yegetabl# and animal 
matter and cesspools, and from these, 
reeking and germ laden, It seeks ref­ 
uge In the house, befooling paint and 
paper, dish and glass and contaminat­ 
ing any foodstuff that It has access to 
It to recognised by health authorities 
everywhere aa a prolific spreader of 
typhoid and other filth disease germs 
One of the best ways to reduce the 
numbers of the pest to to keep the ma 
nure pile cleaned up and spread on the 
fields, and if this to not practicable the 
tame resalt may be accomplished by 
scattering 
small 
quanti ties 
of 
air 
slaked lime over the compost pile as 
It accumulates. 
Swill barrels and 
moist piles of refuse should be move* 
from the kitchen door, and to the lat­ 
ter case the lime treatment will have 
the desired effect. In the house the* 
good work may be contin nod by hav 
log tight fitting door and window 
screens and the keeping of fly paper lo 
convenient places. 


ORIGIN OF BORDEAUX MIXTURE. 
Like many another useful prepara 
Bon, the bordeaux mixture, which has 
been used as a fungicide since 1&83 
and to an invaluable ald to orchard 
and vineyard owners, was discovered 
by mars chance. 
It to said that near 
tbs town of Bordeaux, Franc* owners 
of certain vineyards by the roadside 
were In the habit of sprinkling them 
with verdigris to give them the ap 
pearance of having been poisoned In 
order to prevent depredations. 
Later 
a mixture of copper sulphate and lime 
was used as a substitute for this 
When the mildew made Its appearance 
In these vineyards It was noticed that 
the vines which had been given this 
treatment were freer from the disease 
and thus by a very simple deduction 
the mixture, later called bordeaux. 
was given the credit for the good 
work. 
From that day to the present 
It has beld first place aa the m ost 
valuable and effective of fungicides..

in the barn structure, and hence its 
location at the center of the round 
barn, except for convenience in feed 
lng operations, would seem to be a 
drawback rather than a point in its 
favor.

This may be done b r 
running short pieces of wire down tin 
fencepost# at intervals of from six to 
eight rods, attaching them to each of 
the two or three wires and having 
th# anda extend Into the ground a foot 
or more. When this to done the ever 
charge to diverted into the ground 
which to an excellent conductor, in 
stead of into cattle, horse# or other ob­ 
jects which may be near by.
